3. Applicants' amendment paper dated 12/8/03 is acknowledged. Applicants have 
cancelled claims 1-27, and provided new claims 28-41. Therefore, the claims under 
consideration are the claims 28-41, which are renumbered as claims 1-14 respectively. 

4. The instant specification has been amended for citing the correct relation to the 
parent U.S. Application Sr.No. 10142325, file 5/9/02, now U.S.P. 6693092. (See 
attached examiner's interview dated 6/10/04). 

5. Claims 3941 are amended by deleting:"[and/]". (See attached examiner's 
interview dated 6/1 0/04). 

6. This application is a DIV of the parents U.S.Application Sr. No. 1042325, now 
U.S.P. 6693092, wherein applicants claimed CKE = Figure (2) i.e. furanone core. 

7. Applicants have presented claims 28-41 wherein the CKE moiety is limited to 
Formula (7) & (8) i.e. cyclopentanone & cyclohexanone cores. 

8. The closest prior art ref. of record (See Parent Application's U.S.P. 6693092) 
teaches substituted phenyl keto enols as pesticides and herbicides. Ref.'868 differs 
from the instant invention by having a Heterocycle at the instant CKE (= cycloalkanone) 
group. 

9. The other ref. Harbert et al (U.S.P. 4391827) teaches compounds with a core: "1- 
alkoxy-4-substituted phenyl-cyclohexanone (See compounds in column 87 lines 5-35)", 
and the ref. '827 compounds have pharmaceutical utility which is different than the as 
claimed herein. 

1 0. The above stated references either alone or in combination do not teach to 
arriving at the instant invention. 

1 1 . Therefore, the instant invention is deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
